Berlin — It was announced today by the Naval Ministry that unless the French do not 
remove their forces from the North Sea, the Third and Second Fleets, now stationed in 
Sweden and Northern Russia, will be decommissioned. It was stated that the need for 
them is no longer present, and that ones the disengagement with France in the north 
is finished, only the First Fleet, which is stationed in Copenhavn,. will be necessary 
to defend the Reich. It has been suggested that the two fleets slated for the 

mothballs be used to protect the new German possessions in the Pacific and Asia. When 
afked if this might be done, the Ministry stated that it is "under consideration".
